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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim2 is objected to because of the following informalities: The claim appears to have a 
typographical error in that 50om should be replaced by SO^im. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Aruga et al 
(US 5688331). 

Aruga et al disclose a wafer holder for semiconductor manufacturing equipment (Fig 6- 
39) with a diameter of the wafer carrying surface clearly much smaller (more than 50jim ) than 
the diameter of the opposite side. The wafer holder is disclosed to be of ceramic (abstract) with 
embedded heating element (43). 

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Niori et al 
(US 5800618). 

Niori et al disclose a wafer holder for semiconductor manufacturing equipment (Fig 6-31) 
with a diameter of the wafer-carrying surface clearly much smaller (more than 50um due to 
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flange 31c) than the diameter of the opposite side. The wafer holder is disclosed to be of ceramic 
(abstract) with embedded heating element (Fig 4 and Col 13 lines 38-45).
